Whereas, the Government are of opinion that 
an industrial dispute exists between (1) The Manager, 
Bata India Limited, Bata Shoe Store, 26/758, High Road, 
Thrissur, (2) Team Lease Services Pvt. Ltd., 27, 
3rd “A” Cross, 18th Main, Grape Garden, 6th Block, 
Koramangala, Bangalore-560 095 and the worker of the 
above referred establishment Smt. Deepa Vasudevan, 
“Deepam”, Peringavu P. O., Thrissur-680 108 in respect of 
matters mentioned in the annexure to this order; 

And whereas, in the opinion of Government it is 
necessary to refer the said industrial dispute for adjudication; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
Section 10 (1) (d) of the Industrial Disputes Act of 1947 
(Central Act XIV of 1947) the Government hereby direct 
that the said industrial dispute be referred for adjudication 
to the Industrial Tribunal, Palakkad. The Industrial Tribunal 
will pass the award within a period of three months.
